cially u ses his Word for their instru c­ 


tion in righteou sness. 
We are to re­ 
member incidentally that 
ou r 
I^rd 
Jesu s who redeemed u s and recon­ 
ciled u s by his blood is still nnr Ad­ 
v ocate with the Father and ou r In­ 
stru ctor as the Father’s representa­ 
tiv e: that throu gh him w’e may he all 
tau ght 
of God—in 
the 
School 
rtf 
('’hrist. 
Nex t we shou ld note the Di­ 
v ine method in this work of grace be­ 
ing carried on in ou r hearts from the 
time we fu lly su bmitted them in fu ll 
consecration, in faith. 
Ou r tex t de­ 
clares that God’s work in u s is div id­ 
ed into two parts—to will and to do. 
Let u s ex amine first— 
How God W orks In Us to W ill. 
The will is the real person or ego. 
The body is merely responsible as the 
agent or serv ant of the will. 
With 
the world the will and the body are 
u su ally 
at 
one—sy mpathetically co­ 
operativ e. 
Bu t in those begotten of 
God’s Spirit as his chiidren matters 
are different. 
Their wills by conse­ 
cration 
are 
dev eloped 
along 
lines 
(lu ite antagonistic to the natu ral pre­ 
ferences of their flesh, so that the 
Ajmstle wrote, “With the mind I my ­ 
self serv e (or desire to serv e' the 
Law of God, ’ou t with the flesh I serv e 
(or desire to serv e) the law of sin” 
(Romans v ii, 25 ). Hence ev ery spirit- 
liegotten person has a warfare be­ 
tween his new mind, with its holy 
aspirations and desires and its oppo­ 
nent flesh with its animal propensi­ 
ties. some good and some bad. Hence 
the Apostle ex horts all these New 
Creatu res to “war a good w^artare” 
against their own flesh and to bring 
it into su bjection to the New Mind 
and to the Div ine Law. 
He u rges 
that we “Bring ev ery thou ght into 
captiv ity to the obedience of Christ’’ 
(H Corinthians x , 5 ). This, of cou rse, 
wou ld mean absolu te perfection, so 
far as the New Creatu re wou ld be 
concerned and a complete deadness 
so far as the flesh is concerned. With 
ev ery thou ght captiv ated to the Lord 
the indiv idu al wou ld nev er in any 
sense commit sin other than the sin 
of ignorance or imperfection. 
God works in the minds of his peo­ 
ple not along the lines of enslav ement 
of the mind after the manner of Sa­ 
tan and those who are su bject to his 
delu sions—by hy pnotism, etc. 
God’s 
operation is the v ery rev erse of this. 
I He enlightens the mind to do his 
‘ work. 
He display s 
to 
ou r 
minds 
gradu ally light and tru th, pu rity and 
goodness in (heir tru e colons, in con­ 
trast with sin, ignorance and defile­ 


ment. 
And in the 
same words he 
sets before u s the 
great prize 
of 
glory , honor and 
immortality 
and 


joint-heirship with ou r Redeemer !n 
his kingdom. 
The power 
of 
these 
hopes working in a consecrated mind 
is wonderfu l. 
It can make the nat­ 
u rally weak strong, 
the naiiirally 
timid bold as a lion. 
This operation u pon the mind is a 
gradu al one from the time of ou r be­ 
getting of the Holy Spirit u ntil ou r 
change—not all at once, bu t gradu al­ 
ly , little by little, the Lord display s to 
u s one featu re after another of his 
wonderfu l plan of salv ation. 
Step by 
step he shows to the appreciativ e and 
obedient heart the riches of his grace, 
his lov ing kindness, his tender mercy , 
the bou ndlessness of his lov e and the 
u ltimate ou tworking of 
his 
div ine 
powers for the blessing of all of his 
creatu res who will accept his fav ors 
on his own terms. 
All the while he 
leav es u s free agents to will in har­ 
mony with his proposition or to reject 
it. 
He will coerce no one. Ou r Lord 
Jesu s ex pressed the Father’s senti­ 
ment in this matter, say ing, “The 
Father seeketh su ch to worship him 
as worship him in 
spirit 
and 
in 
tru th” (John iv , 23). 
How God Works In Us to Do. 
Endeav or to do right natu rally fol­ 
lows right willing. 
Bu t this does not 
signify that God completes a "work 
u pon ou r wills first and then begins a 
fresh work u pon u s, stimu lating u s to 
do right to the best of ou r ability . On 
the contrary , as throu gh his prov i­ 
dence and Word God ex ercised an in­ 
flu ence u pon ou r wills throu gh the 
knowledge of this tru th, little by little 
each new point of tru th was ex pected 
to be acknowledged by efforts on ou r 
part to do God’s will to the ex tent 
that the new will was able to control 
the imperfect body . 
We may safely 
•conclu de that each step in right-will­ 
ing mu st be followed by a step in 
right-doing before another 
item 
of 
grace and tru th wou ld be granted as 
a basis for additional willing and then j 
additional doing. 
Thu s, as we walk 
by first pu tting one foot forward and 
then the other repeatedly , so the new 
j 
creatu re walks or progresses by first 
willing and nex t doing 
the 
Ix >rd’a 
good pleasu re to the ex tent of his 
ability . 
As su rely as the right willing :?! the 
resu lt of div ine operation in the re­ 
v ealing of tru th, so also is the right- 
doing. 
Of the div ine influ ence in ou r 
hearts working in u s both to will and 
to do God’s pleasu re, St. Peter giv es 
u s a w’ord right to the point, say ing: 


“ Whereby are given unto us exceed­ 
ing great and precious promises: that 
by these ye might be partakers of 
the divine nature” (II Peter i, 4). 
Work Out Your Own Salvation. 
We have 
heard 
many 
improper 
prayers presented at the Throne of 
Grace by well-intentioned 
but mis­ 
informed children 
of 
God. 
Many 
Christians ask God to do for them 
that which He tells them they must 
do for themselves. 
The 
one 
who 
asks amiss 
sometimes 
leaves 
the 
Throne of Grace confident that God 
will do for him what God has never 
Promised to do for anybody, but has 
told us each must do for 
himself. 
Many pray “ Abandon us not in tera 
ptation, but deliver us from the evil 
one.’’ and then walk 
straight into 
temptation, wholly neglecting the di­ 
rections of 
God’s 
Word. 
Indeed.

H« 
b?s inherited all the prejudices o f his 
creed against theaters, and while his 
thrifty Sco tch nature wo uld no t al­ 
lo w him to refuse the handso me sal­ 
ary o f $ 500 a w'eek 
life 
insisted o n 
so me technical salve fo r his co nsci­ 
ence in the co ntract.

finnlly their rescue a week fro m the 
day they were impriso ned. 
“We were in the seco nd vein,” said 
Clelland, “when the fire bro ke o ut. 
We started to run to ward the shaft. 
The dense black smo ke, ho wever, was 
w'elHng up, and as w^e ran the skin 
o n o iir lips began to crack, o ur faces 
sw’elled and 
o ur 
eyes almo st burst 
o ut 
“Finally, w'e advanced to a po int 
wehere the smo ke was so dense it was 
impo ssible to breathe. We retreated 
three-quarters o f a mile, to the ex­ 
treme end o f the seco nd vein. There, 
after co nsultatio n, w’c 
erected two 
brand Ices, made o f co al and dirt, that 
extended fro m wall to wall and fro m 
flo o r to celling. We Impriso ned o ur­ 
selves in a space seven feet 
wide, 
five feet high and seventy feet lo ng. 
There were twenty o f us then 
“We had no air except that w’hich 
crept In thro ugh the brandices, and 
no fo o d. 
Fo r a flay o r so we were 
co nsumed by an aw'ful hunger, which 
gave way to an Intense thirst. 
We 
had no water except that which seep­ 
ed thro ugh the co al dirt and resem­ 
bled so me thick, black mixture. We 
co uld o nly get this by the teaspo o n­ 
ful, but In o ur co nditio ns, with o ut 
faces black and swo llen, it seemed 
like a gallo n. 
“The Italians In the party became 
weak and gave up ho pe, and it de­ 
vo lved upo n me 
to 
keep 
up their 
sptrlts. I knew if 
we 
gave 
up we 
wo uld die. so I wo uld stand 
ud and 
sing as lo udly as po ssible, altho ugh 
my co nditio n made this difficult. My 
thro at was dry and 
parched, 
yo u 
kno w. 
"On the fo lo wing Saturday we de­ 
cided to make a dash fo r liberty. We 
bro ke thro ugh 
the 
brandices 
and 
started fo r the shaft. The two men in 
the lead came upo n a dead mule, and 
the sight sickened them. I to o k the 
lead and we crawled alo ng—at o ne 
time I had seven men hanging upo n 
me." 
Here Clelland exhibited the clo th­ 
ing he wo re, and the knees 
o f his 
tro users and underw'ear 
were wo rn 
thro ugh. 
“We so o n came upo n o ur rescuers 
and they to o k us o ut. It w'as the hap­ 
piest mo ment in my life when finally 
I saw daylight fo r the first time in a 
wef*k 
Mrs. Clelland to ld 
o f 
her experi­ 
ence. She said she spent all o f her 
time at the mo uth o f the mine, sto [i- 
ping o nly lo ng eno ugh to put her chil­ 
dren to sleep and then so back. She 
said she o nly expected her husband’s 
bo dy, and the idght o f him alive was 
almo st as great a sho ck as w’hen she 
received the first new’s o f the mine 
being o n fire.

Remark able Band of Aged People to 
the Credit of English Coun­ 
try District. 


A medical correspondent has sent us 
an interesting extract from the Chard 
and Ilm inster News, for the accuracy 
of which he is able to vouch, as he is 
the professional adviser of all the per­ 
sona' mentioned with the exception of 
Sarah Morris. He had attended Jacob 
Trott for some years before his death. 
The extract is as follows: 
“Chard 
has recently iost its oldest resident. 
Jacob T rott of Clark e’s row, who was 
in his ninety-seventh year, and could 
thus rem em ber the battle of W ater­ 
loo. 
Trott, however, could not claim 
longest residence in the town, as he 
was born at Broadway and had only 
been in Chard 24 years.

Chard, Eliza Tuck ­ 
er 90; at W insham, Samuel Spiirdle,

at Purtington, Uriah Samways, 
90, who still continues his occupation 
as a shepherd; and 
at 
Bath 
lane, 
Chard, Mary 
90, who is still 
quite proficient with her needle. The 
combined ages of these five persons 
thus aggregate 454 
years, which if not 
constituting a record m ust run very 
close.”—Lancet (Tendon).
